This pursuit, togoether with sheep-
growing, must ere long share with the
cattle busingss in becoming one of the
leading Industries of the wonderful
northwest. Horee-growors are beghi-
ning to belleve that there la more money
in breeding old mares tb good jacks than
to stallions, anday there is alwaysa
ready market within the terrltory  for
draft animals; wo may cxpect to see this
year the broeding of mule eolts exten-
slvely cngaged In by former horsa-grow-
ers. The accounts from below that wild
atallions have been runnine off mares
from corrals, entlelug then :way from
the ranches wherv they bolong, ia also
true of this seotlon, Cowlinys riding the
ranges report seeing every now and then
pmall bands of horses flylng over the
plains, and from other reports brought in
by reliable psrtles to the eame effoot, 1t Ls
reasonable to balleve that at thy pt:«)lunt
time no small number of ypelaimed
horses are In the territory, 1f the sys-
tem of round-ups spoken of lsswhere
goes into eflect, gesrly all of those wild
steeds could be gathered I and branded .

The cowboya follow the
herds, and are on the lookout to break up
bunohlng., Grass In Montana cures on
the ground withont rotting, and durlog
the winter time ls equal to the beat hay,
There is plenty of It at all seasons of the
year, and oattle get all the feed they
want, There would boa preat danger to
these nor:hern vanges I the snow should
oither crast or plle ap so that the animals
oould not reach the. grasy beneath; but
the atmosphera being so dry, the snow
ia llke duet, has nomoisture, and Is blown
hither and thither by every wind, thus
keeplng tho grass always exposed. Fo
the same romson It doea mot crust
It must be different down along the
Unlon ' Pacifie rallvoad, where the snow
fall Is corta nly heavier and the atmoi-
phere moiet v, 1t oan be roadily seen
that the ¢old of the norhweast is a bene-
fit, rather than o disadvantage, to ocattle
growing,

The vanges baing free and so vast in
oxtont cattle ownera can't tell, as a
usual thing, how many cattle they have
until the grand round aps each spring.
The spring round-up Is principally for
the branding of oalves, while the fall
round up is held for the cutting out of
marketable beeves. 1f thore are any
beeves fit for market at the spring round-
up, which Is certainly the eate this year
they are tvrned upon choice ranges until
ready for shipment,

THE WATER QUESTION,

One drawback in the minda of many
to the successful raising of eattle in Mon.-
tana is the absance of water, This oh-
jeotion In time will be obviated by the
tinking of artealan wells wherever prac:
tieable. There are many locallties from
Dakota to the Rocky Mountaing where
wells could be sunk astlight expense,
thus convertlng dry places Into grean
pastures, Mre. W. D. Pegiam experi-
mented on the waterless plains near Bil

lings not long slnce and by digging and
borlog obtained pure water at o small
depth, ,He then put up three wind milla
and made large trougha to hold the water,
The plin was n success, and now Mr

Pegram his several thousand head of
eattle ranging cn good gaass,

The abasuca of #alt from this section
has baen deplored, too, as another disad-
vantage to stock growlng., It bas bezen
discovered that in drinking from the va-
rlons streams watering the different
ranges, cattle take in more or less alkali,
which answera the purporo fully as well as
galt. Thas, one by one all of the objec-
tions mdvanced have been anawered.

Thia yoar will rece ablg boom In the
catile business of Montana, Tha drlve
in may not ba sa large aa last season, ow-
ing to the fallura ofthe cattle trall scheme
and the varlous quarantine laws. DBut
there promisas to be a heavy Influx from
both east and weast, from lowa and Ore-
¢on, all of which will be handled by the
Northern Pacitic railrond. This grest
corporation, unlike others of its kind,
should ba called the cattlemen'’s friead,
They aro fosterlng the stock business of
Montana In every tmaginable way, and to
this end are out In & new schedule of live
stock rates, which gladdens fhe cattle-
mon's hearts, Cattle can now be ex-
ported or imperted at better figures than
ever beforc,

SPATSELY OCUUPIED RANGES,

The ranges of Montana ara reasonably
fall, though not by any means crowded.
Between the Yellowslone and Missounri
vivers ara many good loeatlens not yet
taken up, whils north of the BMissouri to
the Britlsh llne ara few if any catlle
grazing.  Milk viver has numerous tilb-
utsrles with ranges provided with plenty
of grass and abundance of water, and
nota tenant. A gocd many cattle ave
grazing on the Crow veservation, while
the immense Plegan-Blood reservation
in the north is supporting a number of
herds belongiog to white men, who pay
no rent for the ground,
The cattle business In Montana Ia all
right. Last winter was the saverest ever
known. All kindsof stock, pilgrims and
pa iver, have pulled through with a loss
of lcss than five per cont, and arpat
prasent in fino form. By the end of
1585, Montana will have the best show-
g, regarding cattle, of any other state
or territory it the unlon.

Buttermilk for Qalves and Pigs,
Nationnal Live Stock Journal,

We are sslied the value of buttermilk
for awine and calves, and why It ls not
consldered wus safe to feed withoot pny ad-
dltional food, ns skimmed milk, Buttor-
milk, if in good condltion, bhas a valoe
very slmilar to skimmed milk, 1t is
glightly richer in fat, baving 1 per cent.
and elightly less albuminous matter: It
is figured at 22 cents per 100 pounds. It
will produce m rapid growth on calves or
Jign, if 1t does not derangs the stomach,
hm. buttermilk is apt to be in s strong
condltion of fermevtatlon, This very
soonn produces & bad form of scours,
which, unless taken qulekly, may end fa-

tully. It 1s hardly safe to f butter
mitk without mixing one-half
pound of finished micld lings
(what farmers call  “‘eanel”) per

gallon of buttermilk, IfIit 1s qulie sour
it ahould be boiled with the middlings
The heat will nentrallze the useldity, but
it will not ba ay valuable as before fer-
mentstion has eaten up some of the food
elements., We often recommend kecping
s littla flaxsesd on hand for ute In chieck-
ing scours, and it will be most useful
here, Bofl one quart of tlaxseed In alx
quarts of water, This will become llke
Jelly. Stlr s litle of this bolled Naxssud
mto the ratlon of each calf, or into that
for aaverasl calves or pige, The emollient
eflest of this is very soothirg to the stom-
ach. Feedors shiould not conslder a few
bushels of flaxased asadding to expenses,
for it is worth all it costs, fed in emalt
quantities, as promotivg rapld growth,
We always use this iostesd of linseed oll,
fur there 1s danger of getting impure oil,
but the seed cun be relled upon,

beon joyous)y excited over reporied gold
dlscoveries in the hilly countey six miles
cont and twenty-three miles north of this
olty. Eight minlngclalms were filed thia
morning, all in the soathweat quarter of
sootlon 4, township 142, range 79, aa fol-
lows:

Augusta, by Paul Heinze; Good Luck,
by Jossph Emtwond; Buflalo Gap, by
Uimothy Harrigan: St. Paul, by George
F. Johuson; Bonavzs, by James H. Qot-
ter; Armitage, by Jolin Davidson, Mar-
blehoad, by George H. Sweet; Northern
Pacilie, by Thornton Mazxble.

These claims cover a small valley on a
ravine In the hitls just onat of Painted
Woods, The htlls each slde are maid to
be covered with and probably formed of
volcanie lava and scoriae, The claimanta
above named returncd from the localliy
last ovonlng, bringiog eeveral small boxes
and baegs of ore. Lt mppeers of granite
formatlon, corresponding in coarse grans
ular appearance to boalders fuuns all
over the northwest, bat contsining an
unusually large proportion of shinlog,
yollow spots and points, Al specimens
brought haye been heated as hot as possl-
ble in open-nir fires. The prospectors say
that when they took the rock from the
ground it was dark, showlng no yellow,
shilnlng particles.  When roaated In the
fire the rock fell Into fragments, some of
which were like decomposed sand rock,
and could bs rubbed away with the
fingoers, while others now <howing the
shinlog, yellow spols and polnta were red
and gray appearing, lke granite, but
breaking eanly.

THE ORIGINAL OI300VERY,
They say the orlginal discovery was
made by Marble several months ago;
that he communioated it to felonds tio
late for thorough prospecting last fall,
and that two weeks ago, ns scon as the
snow went out of the valley whero the
discovery was made, they had n  prespres
hole sunk slx feet, which waa enovgh to
prove that the ore was not an aceldent of
the drift period, but an outeropping of
an immense mass of rock lifted up by
eome voleanic mctlon of remote ages.
Thele ore speclmens have to-day been
subjected to all the tests the town could
supuly, and are olaimed to answer for
gold ore in fire and aclds, with crushing
and washing, and in comblning with
quicksilver. There are many believers in
the alleged dlacovery, and excltement has
run high. A number of prospectors have
slready s arted for the vietnity of the
claims loeated snd more will go to-mor-
row.
THOSE OF LITTLE FATTH,

A tew old miners In town and some
others have no faith In the discovory.
They say the ore speclmens produced
show nothing bat mics and fool's gold,
or yellow pyrltes, of no value; that it Is
proposterous to  suppess  gold-bearing
rosks or any rock in the placer can be
found in this part of the Missouri valley.
Sangulne people, including part of the
clalin-holders above mentioned, srgus
stoutly that sand rock in places or in lay-
ora forms all the coteans of the Mlesouri,
They also declare that the hills where the
discovory is lccated are of unmistakable
voleanie origin, aa is proved by lava and
scoria covering their sides. George
Johnason left for 8t.
